The steeplecliEse was a farce and resnlted in 
what will more il an likely be the death of 
Boyd. Hcyd roic (ilobe II. and after getting 
away on abont ever: terms with Cheesemite be 
at once proceeded to carry the latter out of 
the coarse. He enccaeded in doing this but 
conld not get clear of the wing of the first fence 
and the result was he got a hard fall. Globs II. 
was up in an instant and on the far side of the 
fence collided with Tnree Forks, throwing him. 
It was a deliberate piece of work on Boyd’s 
part and if the b ry lives to be able to ride again 
it will be impossible for him to get a license, as 
Judge Harry Kuhl after questioning Johnson, 
who rode C'heeeemite, ruled him off the turf.
